Poor old man! to 
lose his all, sooner than lie against 
one akin to his old master. Eemem- 
ber me to those kind friends in your 
neighborhood, and write to those afar 
oS. Good-bye, my dear Ouslow; I 
feci sure all your elYort;! are useless. 
I don't believe they over intend to let 
me outside of these walls iilive! I may 
be'-wtong, I hope so, for my dear poor 
children's sake. I leave it entirely to

Indeceut Piiiys in Iiidia. 

The Calcutta correspondent of the 
•Times' writes: — ,! mentioned last 
■week that tho Governor-General had 
promulgated an Ordinance empower- 
ing the Lioutonant-Governor of lieu- 
gal to prohibit the performance of sed- 
itious anjjindecent plays.

The luau- 
agoment of tho Bcngalloo National 
Theatre has been compelled to with 
a'r'aw the scandalous drama of 'Guja- 
danunda and the Prince, and three or 
four objectionable farces. 13ut, ajipa- 
ently, warnings arothiown away upon 
the actors of this theatre,. for oa Mon- 
day a number of them were brought 
before a mogiatrate, charged with act- 
ing's grossly obscene play. Tlie de- 
fence they flot up was that the words 
wore not indecent, and tliat nothing 
could beiudecent which was not couch- 
ed in obscene words. This plea, how- 
6V'd?,fail6d'td commend itself to the 
magistrate, and two or three of tho de- 
fendants wore convicted and sentenced 
io imprisoumont. I beliovo it is their 
intention to move the High Court to 
set aside tho conviction on the ground 
of aome. technical informality. The 
pubHo*\<rill hardly wish thorn succoes 
m this attempt, for.it is generally re- 
ooKnizod that it ia full time for tho 
Government to stop in and chock tho 
disroyalty and immorality which too 
frequently manifest themselves in tho 
native theatre."

Salonioa. 

'This oity, in which the atrocities de- 
tailed in our telegraphic dispatches wore 
enacted, is situated in European Turkey, 
at the northern extremity of tho Hay of 
Salonica, 270 miles fr<im Constantinople 
The ciroomference of the walls is aliout 
6:|[|ildB, ^nd the domes and minarets of 
the mosqu js are saen rinina; fri^m among 
other b -lihlings environed by cypresses, 
and giving a Koaoral air of sfilendor to 
the place, which is moro conif<;rtabli^ un 1 
cleanly than most Turkish toivus. It is 
commanded by a Inrgo citadel called the 
" Seven T.jwors," and hua nnmerous re- 
mains. One of its ga'es was erected in 
honor of Augustus after the buttle of 
Philippi. The mo-que of St. Sophia, 
where the Gonsul-i were beaten to death, 
ia remarkable for tho cleg I ni c of its ap- 
tooihtmenta and itH arcLiti ctiiral beunty. 
T|iere is a largo trade done in BiitisL 
miiioaraotures at Salonica. Silk is pro- 
duced in great quantities; but tho ex- 

ficrts consist of maize, wheat, barley, 
amb«r, wool, sponges, wine ami stares. 
Tho popnliition is about 70,000, the Ohris- 
tiaas being largely in the minority. The 
orator Cicero took thii city fur liis resi- 
dence during bis o.Kilo. The Gulf of Sal 
onica has a lengdi of 70 miles and a 
breadth of 30 at its en rauce.

EDrroR Colonist: — Tho recommenda 
tion of the Commiltoe of tho Local Uov- 
orDmcnt to sell the public ci'inetcry to 
Tarious denoniiniition.s, if carrii d out, will 
entail tho mo-t paiufiil coiiscfiiiencet on 
the inhabitants of Briiiali Cidumbi i. Tho 
great complaint now is that tho Ministers 
of religion have UHurpt d tho power and 
excluded people from tho grave of wifo or 
husband, as the case may be, upnu tho 
ground that he or she belonged 1 1 a ditrtir- 
ent religious denomin itiou. If the G.iv- 
ernment sell any portion of their land to 
any one of iho <icnominutions, it will bu 
simpljy recognizing the vicious practice 
and giving a h gal sanction to ministeis to 
exclude wife, lui-b.uid or eliiMion, as the 
case may bo, from iiit> nncnt in tho gr.i-.e 
of tht-ir relativea. That is t-i Kiy, lliat 
pooplo who have been married and hve l 
bappily together, although of d.ifeniit 
relii.iiouB (lonoiuma'iont iiuiiug life, shall 
be separated aft<-r death by t'le mure «him 
and act of a profo-sor of religion. I need 
not point oiu the wickodn- ss of such a ne- 
farious practice — tho luimeii-e power it 
will givM to ilio i-loii,'v ovor tho ponpln 
Tho terror thoy wi liii^tii into iho minds 
of the jKiopIo to got ihein to j in a parti- 
cular soct-— the dis-onsiij is tlu!y will create 
wnong famili s; and hat, p-rhans not 
least, the ocourronc" of no end oi' Gnihonl 
eases. The cleri/y alw .ys atrivo to not 
power over ilio people and th-y are doing 
It now. Will tho poop o tolera o it ? 

Tho clorgv ouglit not to Iiave thopuwor 
of pro von ting poop o bein>; buridl in tie 
grave of tlioir ancestors, aud must not bo 
allowed to have it. They usurp that 
power and must not bo allowed to usurp 
it any longer. The civil power must be 
above religious tyr.ints. No oemot. ry 
OBght to bo allowed to exist or to bo 
©rooted where tho clorfiy < x-rdso Kuch 
unlimited sway. If iho likw in fan ty, < or- 
root it; and maiio a law forbidding tlio 
•vil prooootliug. As t i vosiod rights, thoy 
do not belong to tho clorgy Imt lo the 

Sublic, althouuh of ditlerent nonomina- 
OBIf; ' The o'ergy hove no right over tho 
cemetery. Tho public only have. Lot 
thorn keep their right. Sm h a proceoding 
as that rocommouded to tho iifxit-o will 
only make matiorfl ton tinion worsu. Wh it 
is wanted is to tako an ay tho po^vi r usurp- 
ed by tho clorgy, and by law tf) allow .ill 
persons to bo buried in tho grave of thoir 
MOMtors. If the clorgymnn of one par- 
ticular sect will not perform the fiinor.il 
ceremonies lot another bo allowed to do 
it. Why fliioiild the clergy .say, '•TIioho 
whom God hath joiiii d together lot no 
man put asunder," and then s.iy thoy will 
and do BOjiarato them at death' Above

London, May 9. --The Porte sent by 
telegraph tho lollouine; account of the 
diBturbaiico in Saloiiien to tiioOttoni'in 
Aiiiba--,sadi;r at Lundon. A convert 
to Malioiiiiiiotanisin arrived at Siiloui- 
ca by railway. The Mahommetans pro- 
ceeded to i bcort her according to cus- 
toiu to the resiJence of the Governor 
General, when about 150 persons 
whom the Coiisnl of tho rnitod StiUoB 
had assembled uisheil at the convert, 
tore oft' her veil tuul iiianllo, and car- 
ried her by force to the house of a 
christian. Excited JIuBselmans went 
to the governor's and insisted that 
the convert should be brought thither. 
The governor hoai-iug that the Ger- 
man and French Consuls bud entered 
the mosqne which was invaded by the 
crowd, went tlicro to induce the con- 
Buls to wit'i'iiiiw and to calm the jioo- 
plo. All bis elTurts wore useies.'i. The 
populace wrenchoil tho biir.s from the 
grating, fell upon tho consuls and 
struck them down in spite of the des- 
perate efforts of the governor to shield 
them with liis own person. The troops 
ultiniiitely dispoiscd the people. Tlio 
governor of Salouica leiej,'ritplis tliat 
order has been restored nnd thut tho 
guilty patties have been arrested. 

Paris May 10. — A con-e.spoudeut of 
the 'Uiiiverseilo' says the foreign gov 
eriimonts havo forwaided the following 
account of the origi-; of tbo disiurban 
ca at Salonica to their legations in 
Paris. The American Consul was at 
the railway station when Lis attention 
was attracted by the cries of a Chris- 
tian girl. She was Burrouiided by a 
score of MiisselinimH who wanted to 
take her foicibly to tbe niosque. Hie 
Consul took tho girl under his protec- 
tion. While he was seeking for infor- 
mation as to ber nationality the Ger- 
man and French CoiisuIh wore sepur- 
ately iiilonuod that tiiu woninu belong- 
ed to their respective naliuns imdiuid 
been dragged into a inosqne. They 
consequently repaired to the mosque', 
where they were beaten to death. A 
Paris correspondent learns that the 
American Consul fearing that the mob 
would succeed in forcing his liotiHe 
sent tho girl to tbo German Consul. 
The mob in tbe mosque compelled the 
German CoobjI to sign an order for 
her delivery nnd then murdered 
him. 

London March 9. — A cotTOspondent 
at Berlin kiivs it is geneiMlly thought 
there that tbe Salonica affair will prove 
fatal to Turkey. Interfeieuce of Eu- 
ropean [lowers for tbe benefit of Ohria- 
tiaus is now considered unavoidable as 
it ifl evident the Porto is powerless to 
protect tbeui against tho outbreaks of 
fanatics. 

A telegram from Berlin states that the 
German corvette Medusa has been or- 
dered to leave Miissina for Halonii'a with- 
out dolav. Russiun ami Austrian lu- u- 
of-war have also been oiderod to Salonica 
in consoqiuiiK'o of an urgent dispatch 
from the Chancellor of tho i- ronch consu- 
late at Salonica. Ihe British consul or- 
dered a man-of war from Pirrnn to come 
to Salonica immediately. 

London, .May '.). — Ihe owners of the 
steamer Strathelyde, whi- h was stinlc in 
the English channel iiy tbo steamer Pran- 
onia, havo g.u el tie^ir jioint for dam- 
ages against tho latter.

Bolec'tion ami lu'quisitioii of, luiil arbitra 
ti(jn coQiioct-ivl with, tl;i' ili>,.-k sito at E.i- 
quimalt. Tho movor bt'liovctl that ccr 
tail! informution wuh in posno-Hion of llio 
governmojt whiehit was d 'Hiraljli-shoiiUl 
be placed before tho House. Ho wuh 
aware that pnrtii'S to the arbitration had 
fa'.lej to comply with llio ro(iuir<'nioiits of 
tho statuto and that conHcipicnt' v tlin ar- 
Intrntors' bcrvict'S could not lie uiailcd of.

Hon. Mr. Elliott asked leave to intro- 
duce An Act to repeal thu 'Road Ordi- 
nance, 1869,' and amendments thereto. 

LeaTO was granted arid tho bill was road 
a firat time; socoud r(>a ling to morrow. 

PUBLIC P.MtKH HILL. 

The report on this bill was adopted. 
The bill was read a third time und pass- 
ed. 

THE PEOPEnTY TAX HILL. 

Coneidoration of this hill was resiiniod 
in committee— Mr. Bryden in the eh:iir 

Mr. Morrison moved I o amend tiie i?>- 
terprotation of tho words "iinoecnpied 
land" BO that they Bliall mean land^ on 
which thera are notexiatinicimprovementt) 
of tbe value of 810 per acre. He would 
make tho clause o])ply to tracts of land 
CIO acres East of tlie Ca.scades and .'!20 
"WcBt of tho Cascadoi. 

Mr. WaJkem said the tax was not fur 
the purpose of raisng a revenue, luit |(j 
induce culiivaliou of tho laud. IIo 
Tvonld liko to see tbe provision relating lo 
acreage droijpad. 

Hou. Mr. Elliott agreed to a certain ex- 
tent withMr. Walkooa . but would ld;e to 
BOO tho clauso amended in a nn re d.dii.ite 
form. IIo move to niuke the (danse in- 
terpret tho words " mil ICC .jiied land" ciicll 
parcel of land on which tliere sliall not be 
existing improvemeats of the value of .'S.') 
per acre. 

Dr. Tolmio wished to know what breaine 
of tho pursoiial rcsuleni'c i-ccpurcniciu y 
What, too, did a ])ari'el of land iiieaii ? 

Mr. Mara said the fact of iheie being 
improvemouts on land should exem]it ii 
from wild land tax and it w(,uld be much 
betterto abidish tho jiroposod acrc;i;.;e 
distinction altogether. 

Mr. Smithe moved nn amendment to 
the amendment moved by Mr. Morrison 
to make the interpretation mean laud on 
■which there shall not be existing improve- 
mouts to tho value of $5 per acre on each 
parcel of land. 

Mr, Morrison— I havo neecptr,) that 
amendment already.

Mr. Oidlaghor thoufjht pre-emptions 
should bo oxomptod from the tux fur a 
certain tiiuo after pro-iuiiptiim. A niau 
could not always aH'ord to improve his 
land to the value of 85 per acre immcdi- 
» atelv after pre-emption. 

Mr. Bmitho moved to add a proviso 
oiompling pro-oiui)tion» from the in- 
terprutition for two years after the date 
of pre-emption. 

This addition was nmdo to tho nmend- 
ment and tho cluiiso thus j);iHhod. 
■ Tho bill was thoa roporiod ooinplet'O. 

rUIiHO SCHOOL IHLL. 

Dr. Tolmie moved the seoDnd rondings 
o! this bill anil hoped th it iu dihCuFs ug 
it no party spirit would bo manifo.nod 
Tbe hoe. gentioman bbIiI that ho hud tho 
consent of tho Government to introduce 
. the bill wbiob piopoaed to omand our al- 



ready efliciont school syf-t-'m in many im- 
portant nia'ters. The bill would, no 
doubt, be fully dineussod in comiuittoo 
and tjiule as comjdoto as possible. 

Mr. Walkem congratulated the hon. 
mover on bis valuable services as a mem- 
ber of the board of eduoulioD,aud allu led 
to the present efficient system. Tho bill, 
ho ob^iorved, ombracod two principles, 
compulsory education and non secturian 
schools. Tho compulsory clauHes, ul- 
though at first e,i;.;ht luiish,wor(! reidlv not 
so, but aiuiply ainiotl at tho education of 
the young either by the jiiireiit or at 
Hcho'.ils. Thu irregular uttendunco of 
ohildren had on au averngo been 45 per 
cunt, which was not llattoriug to tho 
Provi.T>c8, and if wa'j unfair of parents to 
refu>e to av iil Ihemaelvos of schools such 
as very few othi r oonntries enjoyed. 
The true |)rincii) o of non-soctariauiHiii ho 
would Huggfst bo insirited on in its integ- 
ri y, andhe regretted that such in soino 
Diut luets hud not been tho case. Tho bill 
Wis in many instance* an admirable one 
and he felt it his duty to conipliment the 
bo ird of education and the hon. mover on 
tli(>lr efVoits. (Hoar hear ) 

Dr. Aah did not intend lo opi)03e a 
S(!cond reading of tho bill. He attributed 
tho bigii iioreeiita!,'o of noa attoudanca of 
children to existing bad roads and weath 
er ilnf ing certain inontliH of the year, and 
for tliis reason the compulsory clauses 
would have lo bo handled very tenderly. 
He h'lped in committee trustees would bo 
giv( n tlio control of the school tax col- 
lected, as in some plaei's the iuconio 
would (ixeeed the expenditure, and trus- 
t-es were bi^it able to jiulg.Mif the ninnutu- 
ill wliich Iho excess mIkjiiUI be oxpeuded. 
Ho Biuv no iiee(>s-ity for tho clause fixing 
tho supe. IT, ((Midi'iit's .salary as that should 
be dealt witli in the estimatoH. 

Mr Bcivon thought tho Bill did not 
deal fully with tho que.stion. Tbe Pro- 
vince should, ho liidd, bo districted with 
local huperiiit'-ndenls. One su])Oriiiten- 
dent was insullioieiif, the ( sauiiiiai ions 
held were of lu-eessity liiirrit d, aiiii he 
(.Mr. B.) fouud that" Iho travelling ex- 
]> uses of tho suporiiiteudent averaged 
.:>20U per annum to each Kchool district. 
He believeil the Select tiomiuitioo ha I ad- 
viseil this course and he rogrolted it had 
not boon embodio I in thu bill. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott siid with rofereuco to 
the la~t spojkoi's sngu;o-tions he thought 
it would 1)0 fouud very difliiuilt to liud 
local supiM inteodeut.s of the calibre such 
as wai do^lr.ible. Ii had even been found 
diili juU to find one good general superiu- 

lelldont. 

Mr. Evann failed to see that the Bill 
provided fur non-sectarian schools. 

Mr. .Smith — Bo id Clause 40. 

Mr. Evans — Tiiat s.iys no religions dog- 
ma-; shall bo taught. 

The (iiu'st ou was put and the Bill wa-s 
read a socoiid tiiuo and committed — Mr. 
W. Browu iu tho Chair. 

Chuno 1, repealiug previous school 
acts, pa-sed, 

Cl luse 2, providing for tho election of 
scliool tr.ist'i R, pas od. 

C'biiiso 3 provides f.ir tho sfltting aside 
hy tho Government of a "Public School 
Fund ' out of tho goner. d revenue. Passed. 

C auso l.proviiiing lor the appoiutment 
of iho Board of Educjt.on by tho Govern- 
mout, pa-i^od. 

(clause 5 provides for the appointment 
and tixes the salary of a Supenuteodent of 
Educati n. 

Mr Smi'h moved tho aniiointmont 
of a deputy superintendent to ro-ido ou 
tlie ]Mainh.nd. It was not noeosaary that 
ho siiould bo a graduate of any college, 
simjily a man with a good, sound non- 
seetariin education. 

Dr. Tolmia warmly enlogizpd the 8''hool 
system in force inth-sProii co and show- 
ed th ii the Supei intonden' of EduLMti'iii 
uiaiie many and frequent vi.sits to sehoo h 
on the ^[ain.'and ovi ry year, llu did eve- 
rything that could bo oipoctod of aauper- 
inteudeut in a country with aiich "m-jgni- 
ficent distances" aa our.^. If children were 
neglected it was the fault of the sebool 
trustees. He supported non-seotarian 
schools, believing re igion too serions )> 
matter to be deall wiih by school- teach- 
ers. 

Mr. Beaven .'aid the expense of main- 
t lining ilio Sujieriutoudont of Education 
an I paying lus traveling expensea was 
85,000 a j'car. He thought that three su 
periutendents might be tiuppurted for that 
sum. 

Dr. Asli inovt'd that tho clausa be struck 
out and anotle-r ins- rtovl giving the Lieut, 
(io.eriior in Council power to appoint a 
superiu'eiidi-nt or siiperiuteiidenta for 
sucli dis'ricts as ho may see lit. 

Dr. Tolmie strenuously opposed this 
amendment, and said it was better to pay 
one man well than to pay hulf-a-dozen 
poorly (hear). Uo saw nothing in the 
pr.ipimilion except a design to interfere 
with free cdiieiition. 

Mr. Maiasiid iln' hoii. senior iiienibor 
for Uariboo had paid a high emnp iiniuit 
to the Board of Education and ho (Mr. 
M-ira) thought that the Board wjs com- 
pe'em to frame a good bUI (hear). He 
favored the pausago of the olause as it 
stood. 

Air. Fisher had a strong loaninp; towards 

tie •oinineli la'ioii of tnc board of i'Mu- 

eatioii. What we requi I ed WHS a supor- 
iiitcndont to perfo' 111 the werk for whii-h 
hi! was paid. If tlio Board ha l ropre-eu'- 
ed the necessi'y of a deputy he would 
liave f>ivorrtd it; but they liiu not seem to 
think that tho work was too much for ono 
man. 

Dr Tolmie, as a niembi'r o.f the Bo ird 
of Eliication, pr.iiso.l tho present Sn- 
pcri 11 1 en lent of Eduealioii. lia 1 

liiiowii bun for sixlei-n years, and know 
that hi-i hoai t was ui ways in tho work of 
tea"hing (hoar) . 

Mr. Beavoii argued that throe superin- 
tendents would cost le-8 than ono (oh!) 

Mr. Fisher ri<liculed this propoa.tiun as 
too absurd for Borious cormidera ion 

I\Ir. Sniith(> said that if two supcrinton- 
denls were iippoint-ed, the ono on tho 
.Mainland won d have his timo fully oc 
cupied with till) JIaiiiland, and he -would 
mako double tho niiuiber of visits now 
mudo and groat'y incroase the cost of edu- 
cution iu traveling expenses. The motion 
was out of order as it involved increased 
oxpi'ndinire, and ho objected to it. 

Mr. Mara siid tho hou. momber for Co- 
raox bad claimed that the ropoit of tlio 
CoinmittcQ on Cache Crock boarding 
school bad boon adopted. IIo found in 
reforonoe to the minutes that it was only 
received and ordered to be printed. Tho 
hon. eeuior member for Victoria (lity had 
said that the siliry nnd travcdingoipoiiROH 
of the Snjieriirendent of Education 
amounted to .SO,(J()0 per annum. Ho (Mr. 
Maia) look the nllioial report and found 
thai his tr.iveliiig expeuHOS wero only fivi 
hiindreil and flfln-ihree dollars last year. 
(Hoar.) He asked tbe Oommittee to oou- 
sider now little vaiue'-obald be attached to 
tho hon. gentlemau's argameots which 
had been boatd on a fall* anAT of flffom 
(ohwr«). 



Mr. Sroitho here pressed his point of 
ordor. 

Mr. Walkoiu said tho committee were 
comjiellod to deal with tho bill as it ■was a

Tho leain'jd counsol quote I fr im the 
local sanitary laws, and clai>nod that the

.Mr. Mortin biforo ihsy wunt to Mr. As- 
trico. and tho two flrat-nimo 1 refused to 
undertake the sup^ily of tie pa-<sfng«is. 
Mr. Astricj incurred the expunsa of 
87,000 or $8,000 and he rent in hi-i bill to 
the City Oouncil. The Dominion Oor- 
emment were not in Jaw li.ible beoaoso 
there was no ststnta to make them so; 
but they appointed Commi sinners to ar- 
bitrate on tho claim'i, and Mr. Justice 
Gray pointed out tliat tlie aib^t'ation was 
not to prejudice thu cliimi as againatany 
other perdon.

It is proper that wo nhould state that 
tho telegram from the Secretary of State 
is in answer to an applicotion of this Gov- 
ernment to the Dominion Government for 
an advonee of 56,000 and odd dollars 
(being the amount already incurred for 
Dock oxpotiditnre) upon the baa b of a 
bonus ill lieu of the guarantoo of 5 por 
cent, per annum ou SIOO.OUO for ton years 
as stipulated in tho Terms of Union. The 
inquiry from Ottawa is evidence that tho 
Dominion Government is disposed to re- 
gard the a-lvance as a loan iostead of a 
bonus. This Govornmont, wo suppose, 
ha^Vd pointed out by toiograpli Iho bafiis on 
wilich they exjiocted to receive the ad- 
vance and tho correspoudenoe in a oom- 
plote form will probably reach the House 
next week. 



The Public t^chool. 



The Public School bttilding was taken 
over by the Government yes'erday from 
the contractors, Messrs. Smith k Clarke. 
An elaborate description of the exterior 
has already appeureil in this journal. The 
intoiior which is now roady for use ia fit- 
ted up in a vary couvenieut maonor in- 
deed. The main school room fur the boys 
is on the ground floor and is furnished 
wi'h desks and folding seats for 300 
scholars and desks for ihe ttitors with 
drawres under look and key. A blackboard 
runs all round the room in place of wain- 
Bcotting thorobv affirJiug ample space 
for the demon-tration of problems io 
arithmetic, algebra, eto. At each ond of 
this room a smaller apartment is placed 
ami fitted up as a class ro im f or apooia pur- 
p ises, each being capable <if accommodat- 
ing GO pupils, and supplied like the main 
school room with S'-ats, blackboards, etc. 
Between these cla.s3 rooms is tho cloak 
room and lavatory, the latter having some 
■ery ingenious provi-i ms a!;ainat tha pos- 
ibiliiy of carele-aness on the part of tho 
pupila producing a flood in that noifchbor- 
iiood. The arrangemoDts for ventilation 
and h"a'ing are al o very complete and 
carifulnes-* and furetboaght are displayed 
throughoat. The upper floor which is 
devoted to the gentler sex is a repetition 
wi h some very slight modifications of that 
aet apart for the boys. Precautions have 
been taken to soparale tho portions 
of the building used by the males 
from those to bo occupied by the 
youog ladies. The entrance to the 
stairs le idingto the upper story, whiob 
IB aire idy stated is f-et apart for the fair 
SOX, isen'ored from the front of tho buil- 
ding, while tho boys have to go round to 
tlia back, and no in'erior' communication 
nxis'B between tho two portions of the 
building; the play grouiida are also so- 
par ited Dv board fences which have the 
smooth si le turned toivard tho boys and 
as th"y will havo a large H])nco of ground 
to tnomselvo-i, there cm bo no excuse for 
any of tho young pontlemou interfoiing 
"ith the girls except from downright love 
of miBchief. 



District Courts Aot. 

Hon. Mr. El'iott has introduced an act 
to provid« for the better adniinisiration of 
pis ice throughout the Province. The 
oil estab ishest iroe District Courts -Van- 
eomer Island, New WcstmiuHtorand Car- 
ib )i'. Eaih Court is constituted ft Court 
of R-'Cord ami is to bo holden before a 
Judge, nominated by tho Governor-Gen- 
eral, and ro-i.ling in that district for 
which he is JuHga, Tho District Courts 
have the power to try by jury all felonies 
and misdemeanors except treason, mis- 
prision of trimHon, murdor, capital felony 
and otrenscs iigaiiist tlio Qiieou's title, pre- 
rogative or Oovernmont. The Supremo 
Court is constituted a Court of Appeal 
from the Dia rict Courts on points of law, 
admiss'on or rejection of evidence, such 
app als being subject to the regnlaiions 
under tho Act. The County Court Ordi- 
danco, 18G7, and AmeQdraoot Ordinance, 
1870, HO far as lliey apply to tho District 
CourtB are repealed by the Aot, wliioh 
will (M.ino into operation when the Gov- 
frnor-Goneral's iiHsont is published in tho 
Govornmont Gazette.
